Just what action will be taken at the meeting of tobacco growers, 
vardtooaemen, bankers and othera dirae^ intercated in the sale of the 
present Bnrley tpbacco crop at Lexington tomorrow is unknown and the 
•ituation is so perplexing that we .hcjitata to offer advice. Bat one thing 
ia certain, the majority of the man thait will gathar there will he ooiol- 
headed business men« thoae deeply /intaraatad ia aaeozing the liighest pos- 
sible dollar for their crop and we beliere 'a means will be devised whereby 
all those who ai^^jjn a financial condition will hold thair crops for better 
IMriaas while. .tkoi^, that are foiToadrto aeD will ha aDowad to do ao over the 
loose leaf floors rathen thnn ship their product to the Tjonisville market 
wliich baa already signified its ihtenticm of selling regardless of what 
MtioB ia taken at Lazuigltti. In oor ofiinion the move to cot o«t the 1921 
erop is a sane one, bnt one that AtnM be imawinuma Jmfora it wSV4ava 
the desired effect. . 

The tobacco grower ia lidaad ia a daploralile eoadltion and in many 
ioatances has obligations to be met wUoh will neoesaitate his selling re- 
gardless of his loss. To those in snch a condition we synq>atfaixe and 
«ffer our hearty co-operation in any plan that will work to their better- 
■aat. The aitoation is further eomplicated by the enormoaa prices paid 
or agreed on fnr tol^CCO land in the war-time boom. Ordinarily a fanner 
might finance himadf by mortgaging his crop or bis Ituid, but now the 
croD ia almoat worthless and the fntnra of land Talvaa ia daeidedly un- 
cartain.

lb. Oarstih hated Ua opinion on 
information gathered from bankers, 
manufacturers and haaineas man on 
aa attaseire trip JM m the rfpra* 
sentativa «f tka ataentin aeinadttee 
of the Associated Advertising Club. 

"Business men are becoming more 
optimistic eai^ day," the apaaker 
said. "This waa not true a few 
months ago. Tha coaeensna of opin* 
ion now ia ti^ tha period of defla- 
tion in raw materiala and mannfae- 
tnrinp: has about raaehed its low 
point." . 

A period of d«fl||ti(m was inevit- 
able, Mr. Onrstin pointed out. Mer- 
chants realised that the time would 
arrive when goods on hand would 
probably have to.be sold for what 
they would bring. ^'Taking into ae^ j 
count the gitnatioa as a whole and ia j 
oompaiiaoa with previous 3rear8, the ! 
business man should look upon pres- 
ent conditions in a favorable light, 
he said. 

"Tlie hn-d period is over," the 
speaker said. "We have got to take 
soma losses. In my opinion the pres- 
ent condition is short-lived. It is Uke 
an April shower. It will make ^ou 
as wet as a hard rain, bnt there is 
the consolation that you can see the 
sun shiiiinp throuph it . and kaoiV 
that it is only temporary." 

Seventy-flya baaiiiasa men and 
women of Lexinpton attended the 
ad club meeting to hear. the aolu- 
tion of advertisin*^ problems- aa ex- 
pounded by Mr. Qnrstin. TJe New 
Tear, with an uncertain outlook to 
many advertisers, promised to offer 
new problems in the proper expen- 
diture of advertising ajiprnpriatiDns, 
and the speaker was asked to de- 
vote the major paft of hb talk to 
this feature.

Heretofore, when a crisis arose as 
to sale of tobacco in Kentucky the 
price received, however, low, would 
Approximately eover the coot of pro- 
duction.

Work ha* hnguh on the collection 
of the income tax for the year 1920. 
Uhole Sam, through the Bureau of 
Internal Bevrane, is addressing to 
every person in tlie United States 
the qoestion, "What was yoor net 
income for 1920 1" The answer per- 
mits of no guesswork, fivtry single 
person whose net inoome for 1920 
was 91,000 or more and every mar- 
ried pei^n whose net inoome was 
$2,000 or more is required to file a 
retum under oath with the collector 
of internal revenue for the district in 
which he lives on or before March 
16th, 1911. 

The paaa^f failure is a fine 
of not more flita 91,000 and an ad- 
ditionid aasessment of 25 per eisnt 
of the amount of tax dne. For will- 
ful refusal to make a reti^ra the 
penalty is a fine of not more than 
$10,000 or not eseeedjav! oae year's 
imprisonment, or both together^ with 
the eosts of prosecution. A similar 
penalty ia pravidad for aiaking a 
false or frandolent lataiB, togethar 
witfi aa additioBal asaaasment of SO 
per ocDt of tha amoant of tax evad- 
ed. 

The income tax applies to women 
as well as men. Husband and wife 
mnst consider the boome of both 
plus JI) at of minor- dependent chil- 
dren, aad if the total equals or ex- 
ceeds 92,000 a retnifa mnst he filed. 
A minor who has a net ineoma in bis 
own right of $1,000 or more must 
file a separate return. To be al-
